Tlie Hong Kong JTuuta Maltes an £Ar- 


ratgniueiil agalBBl American*. 


Special dispatches,Washington, Jan. 31. 


The Philippine junta at Hong Kong 


announces that "it protests against the 
refusal of the United States to asso- 
ciate -v^th the Philippine commission 
representatives of the national govern- 
ment," adding "that the usefulness of 
the commission will .necessarily be 
greatly limited by the exclusion of 
Filipinos." 
The members of the junta 


continue: "It is impossible for the 
commission, sitting only at Manila, un- 
aided by the friendly co-operation .of 
the national government, to reach a 
proper understanding* as to the actual 
condition of affairs in the Philipines, 
the unanimity of the aspiraitions of 
the people and ther capability for self 
government. Colonel Denby's utter- 
ances In the November Forum are too 
pronounced to inspire confidence."

Protocol Was Signed. 


Inhabitants, He Says, Have Established a Sat* 


i&faotory and Orderly Government. 


Washington, Jan. 31.—Agonclllo's sec- 


retary called at the state department 
yesterday afternoon and Jeft another 
communication addressed to the secre- 
tary of state, protesting against the at- 
titude toward the Filipino "republic." 
I 


Accompanying the communication is a 


long memorial addressed to the senate 
containing a comprehensive argument in 
opposition to the ratification of .the 
treaty, and which the envoy asks the 
president to send to that body. The 
letter of transmittal contains more than 
the mere request, but Agoncillo feels 
that he is bound by courtesy not to make 
it public until an opportunity is had by 
the state department officials to make a 
reply. 
' , 


• The memorial to the senate is a long 
document, both historical and argumen- • 
tative in character, and Is a protest that 
this government has no jurisdiction, 
natural or acquired, through any of its 
agencies, to adjudicate in any manner 
upon the rights of the Philippine country 
and its people. He refers to "the his- 
torical fact that-a large number of my 
countrymen have never been subdued i 
by Spanish power, and as against their ,' 
liberties, the oppressive arm of Spain 
has never been able to sustain itself; that 
the remainder, because o£their adhesion ' 
to the cause of liberty, have been in al- 
most constant Insurrection against the 
government of.Spain, these conflicts ex- 
isting continuously with greater or less 
fury for the past 100 years." 


The impression, he continues, has been 


created in America that at the time of 
the declaration of war between America 
and Spain the Philippine revolution no 
longer existed. He quotes from com- 
munications from Consul General Will- 
lame at Manila, and Mr. Pratt, as a re- 
sult of which Agoncillo says that "with- 
out additional authority it must be evi- 
dent to your honorable body that an ex- 
tensive revolution existed in the Philip- 
pine islands 'at the time of declaration of 
warby America against Spain." 


The purpose of the Filipino patriots In 


conducting this revolution was, It is as- 
serted, ' to secure th« complete indepen- 
dence of their country, and in this effort 
they received the encouragement of th* 
United States and were never informed 
that the obtaining and preservation of 
such independence would be regarded as 
a hostile act by America, and they never 
believed that their struggle in such a 
cause would lead to enormous aggrega- 
tions of American armies and navies at 
their doors. 
t 
Additional historical facts are here 


presented and quotations made from 
manifestos of the Filipinos and from 
other documents, from which, says the 
envoy, it must appear "that the Philip- 
pine nation had achieved independence 
free from any danger of losing it at the 
hands of the Spaniards, prior even to the 
signing of the protocol." 


Spain having been driven away from 


the islands, and the inhabitants having 
established a government satisfactory 
to themselves and maintaining order 
throughout the territory, what justifi- 
cation, Agoncillo asks, can any other 
nation advance for interfering with his 
country or refusing to extend toward it 
the obligations of international laws. 
Could Spain, he asks, give to any nation 
a better right than she possessed? She 
could not confer possession, for she did 
not enjoy it, and any former right of 
possession claimed by her had been ex- 
tinguished by the destruction of her 
sovereignty. 


Bearing ->n the discussion of the ques- 


tion whether the American government 
can acquire right to the Philippines from 
Spain by treaty, the memorial calls at- 
tention to "several notable and exact 
American precedents," and Agoncillo 
says he could ask for his country "no 
better fortune than to have the republic 
of America as at present constituted ad- 
here to the teachings of International 
law as laid down by tome of its found- 
ers." 


Senor Agoncillo, In conclusion, sum- 


marizes the various reasons set out.in 
detail why the treaty should not be rati- 
fied, and expresses an earnest hope that 
the representations he has ventured to 
make will receive the grave considera- 
tion of the senate before final action is 
taken upon the treaty which contains 
go much of consequence to his people.

Let them cool in a dry place; crush 
fine with the rolling-pin and keep in a 
glass jar for breading chops, croquettes, 
etc., and for scalloping oysters, meat, 
and other of the many made dishes that 
add character and variety to everyday 
fare. Never throw away so much as a 
crust of bread. The whole loaf is avail- 
able down to the last crumb. 


BONES OF COOKED MEAT. 


Not those left on the p'.ates after meal*. 


They are the lawful perquisites of fowls 
and doigs. Bones cleaned by the carver, 
or the wise housemother, in the prepara- 
tion of minces and stews and salads, 
should be laid in a spare dish, cracked 
through, while fresh, and put over the 
fire with a quart of cold water for every 
p<?und of bones; a carrot, a turnip, two 
tomatoes, an onion, a stalk or so of cel- 
ery—a,'! cut in to dice—and boiled slowly 
until reduced to half the original quan- 
tity of liquid- Cool in the pot, skim and 
strain, and you have a tolerable "stock," 
Useful for a great number of dishes. 


- DRIPPING. 


Save fat odds and ends of cooked 


meats, and skim every particH of the 
congealed grease from t.,e toy of gra- 
vies, soups and-the liquor in which ham 
and other large pieces o* meats re boiled. 


Bring slowly to a gentle simmer over 


the fire, and strain, without rubbing, 
through a fine soup-sie-te, or a bit of 
mosquito netting.

bouse or series of house we have placed 
tables or *eds around the sides ai'd 
along tbe center, and it can be built of 
wood or wood and iron. Wood costs le»& 
at first, but th<* iron lasts the longer. 
The heating is done by running pip*s 
along the sides, nndur the beds, and 
ono row under the center beds. 


The best position for tbe houses would 


be where they could have a southern 
exposure without shade from surround- 
ing objects. They should be built of cy- 
press throughout and covered with best 
quality of glass. There should be rows 
of ventilators on each side of "the ridge, 
to be operated by gears. 


The potting bouse should be at the 


end, where it would not oast shade on 
tbe glass, and should be provided with 
A cellar in which the boiler can be 
placed There should also be provision 
made for a chimney. 


Snch a bouse can be built for about 


$8,700, including the heating apparatus, 
and we would suggest that, in order to 
obtain best results, it be built by a firm 
makirg a bnsineas O greenhouse con- 
struction. 


Grape* For Winter true. 


If sawdust is to be used as a packing 


material for grapes, it should be thor- 
oughly kiln dried and the fine dust sift- 
ed out of it, and then it is very likely 
to gather moisture and do more harm 
than good. To keep our native grape* 
for any considerable time after gather- 
ing one needs a cold storage house, 
where the temperature can be kept down 
to near the freezing point If too much 
air is admitted, the fruit shrivels, and 
the berries drop from the peduncles, and 
if tbe cellar or room is moist and warm 
then rapid rotting follows. The truth of 
the matter is that our native varieties 
are not good keepers, like the firm fleshed 
foreign varieties, although those who 
can avail themselves of cold storage 
usually succeed iu prolonging the sea- 
son nntil midwinter or a little later, as 
shown by the grapes seen in onr mar- 
kets during January and February. If a 
person has an icehouse, it may be util 
ized for cold storage, but ordinary cel- 
lars and frmthouses are worthless for 
such purposes, in the opinion of a well 
known fruit cultivator, as expressed1 in 
Gardening. 


Cold Storage For Frnlti. 


The preservation of frutt of various 


torts by cold storage in what are some- 
times called retarding houses has been 
largely tried for a number of years. It 
is found to be a valuable method of 
keeping the fruft whenever there is a 
glutted market. But American Agricul- 
turist aaya it is not desirable for a great 
length of time, aa some ot +he fruits so 
preserved soon lose their fine flavors 
and depreciate in value. The average 
temperature for success in cold storage 
is found to be between 33 and 40 de- 
grees F. If peaches are kept in this de- 
gree of cold for a fortnight, they will 
lose their Savor. Pears like the Bartlett 
keep well at 38 degrees F. for three 
weeks, but are worthless if, the time be 
extended to three or four months. The 
different varieties of both, pears and ap- 
ples vary considerably in their keeping 
qualities, both in and .out of cold stor- 
age. With the exception of peaches, ex- 
perience indicates that the most delicate 
skinned fruits may be kept in cold stor- 
age all the' time it is necessary without 
perceptibly losing their flavor. 


yto Curculio Proof Flpnu. 


It appears to be generally conceded 


that theiff are no really curculio proof 
varieties of plums. • Some of the Amer- 
ican species or varieties resist the cur- 
culio more than others. It would seen) 
that all of the young fruits are punc- 
tured, but the larva? which hatch out 
from the eggs do not penetrate the flesjti ' 
of some kinds so far an to destroy tnft 
fruit. The Abundance seems to be of , 
this class. Nearly every young plum 
shows tbe crescent wound, yet .a full 
crop matures. As for the Domestica va- ' 
riet'es, we must do one of two things—, j 
nrmely, jar the trees or plant them in i 
henyards. But the latter w 4 is service-' 
able only to secure a home bupply, and 
for this purpose there seems to be evi- 
dence enough of its effectiveness. Enral 
New \orker considers that the Abun- 
dance or Sweet Botan plum is worthy 
of trial. There are four other Japan va 
rietiea of which tbe same may be said— 
Satsuma Blood, Ogon, Bnrbank/ and 
Willard. The last is said to bo the earli- 
est plum in cultivation.

in this way; The milk of two cows ma: 
be sat at night in a deep pail in cpl< 
{water. This will check tbe ristag of th 
cream. The morning milk may then bt 
mixed with the milk of tha previous 
evening after it has been warmed to 
the same beat M the new milk. Tht 
rennet, of which one ounce is enough 
for 100 pounds of milk and tra pound: 
of cheese, is stirred in tbe warm mill; 
in a proper vessel This ia covered and 
left until the cord is made and becomes 
tough enough to be lifted with the fin- 
ger. 
It is then cut by a long bladed 


knife into squares of an inch, so as to 
liberate the whey. 


When the whey has partly separated, 


it is dipped off by means of a shallow 
dish without breaking tbe curd. The 
whey is then heated to 100 degrees and 
is poured on to tbe curd, which is cov 
ered to keep in the heat After half an 
hour the curd will become tough enough 
to lift without breaking, when the whey 
is all drawn off and the curd is broken 
up with the hands and heaped to permit 
more of the whey to drain off. This will 
take up half an hour. The curd is again 
broken and the whey carefully pressed 
out by hand, so the oreaiu may not es- 
cape. 


It is then left another half hour, 


when it is again broken and salted at 
the rate of two ounces of finely ground 
salt to seven pounds of curd, and is 
placed in a wooden hoop or mold, lined 
with a clean cloth dipped in the whey. 
'The curd is pressed into the mold firm- 
ly and needs no weight or pressing. 
When it baa settled in the mold, it is 
taken out in the cloth and set on a 
board and turned once a day until it 
has formed a crust It should then be 
rubbed with butter and turned occasion- 
ally during tbe curing, which will re- 
, quire two or three months in a twmpera- 
iture of about 60 degrees.— New York 
(Times.

Aemtlnj; MUk. 


i 
Much has been said and written about 


the aeration of milk for bnrter and 
'cheese factories, but still there is a 
'great neglect on the part of many to 
| keep it up. We bear everywhere gas, 
'gas, especially at the cheese factories. 
What is the cause and then the remedy! 
One of tbe reasons is bad watei—tnat 
is, cows drinking stagnant water. Cows 
should be treatud with respect and unv- 
er allowed to drink water that yon 
would not drink yourself. Earing bad 
weeds is another cause. Now, if fann- 
ers would furnish the cows with good 
water and abundance of good, succulent 
food, part of the .trouble would be obvi- 
ated. Milk should be strained as soon 
as possible after being taken from the 
jcows and well aired in good pure air. " 


Of course patrons can air their milk 


/with a dipper if they have not got too 
much of it, but with a good aerator on 
,top of tbe can tbe work is done while 
Ithe milking is going on. Should tbo 
milk be intended for a orearoeVy it 
would be well to cool it afterward by 
setting it in a tub of cold water, bntfoi 
cheesemaking purposes this is not ad- 
visrtble except in a oast'of a.very hot, 
close night 
Do not mix tbe night 


and morning's milk unless the morn- 
ing's milk is cooled to about the same 
temperature as the night, milk. The 
morning's milk should be well aired in 
tbe same way as the night's milk. 
Just before going to bed stir your milk 
several times with a dipper and in this 
way prevent the cream from rising. If 
milk is treated in this manner, first 
class butter and cheese can be made. 
Otherwise a very inferior article is the 
result Strainers and aerators should be 
thoroughly washed and cleansed every 
time they are used. Do not allow skim- 
milk or whey to remain in the milk 
cans after returning f ran tbe factory. 
Wash them with cold water 3rst and 
then with hot or boiling water, using 
washing soda at least once a week. 
Fight dirt as the worst enemy of the 
dairy. Cleanliness is next to godliness, 
and both are much needed in dairying. 
Remember what ia at stake, the reputa- 
tion of our cheese and butter in tbe En. 
ropean markets, -where we have to come 
into competition with others.—Peter 
Miiofarlane in Montreal Herald,

lei in this industry and make more : 
than 100 varieties of soft cheeses of such 
small size that one is eaten at a meal, 
have adopted an automatic machine, 
into which the curd bein,j fed the 
cheeses are turned out completely form- 
ed, much as the bricks are mane by the 
various machines for pressing and shap- 
ing the clay. As the curing of these 
cheeses is mostly effected by the action 
of the whey in them, as it slowly drains 
out upon tbe curd, it seems to ho a pos- 
sibility tbat tbe quality may be very 
much changed by this new process. The 
use of such machinery, however, may ' 
certainly bo found desirable in tbe fac- 
tories in which onr standard cheese is 
iaaue. as it will do the work cjnoh 
more rapidly and quite as well as it is 
now performed bj hand,

MOW TO CAREFOH THE EARS. 


•«•«• Plato Rtl<« For Avoiding » Com 


MOB Mistake. 


The disgusting habit of using tooth- 


pick* and hairpins in the car is attendee! 
with danger. If tho wax presses egainat 
the drum of tbe ear, producing semi- 
deafneBg, it should be removed by inject- 
ing warm water. A email syringe in the 
hand of an intelligent person will bring 
the relief desired. On no other occasion 
should the ear be meddled with, except 
to keep it clean. The wax that line* the 
narrow passage between the external ear 
and the tympanum ia put there for a 
definite purposa It is as bitter as gall 
and thick and prevents insects and for- 
eign substances from crawling or blow- 
ing iu. If it is removed, the delicate or* 
gan is exposed to dangers that may de- 
stroy the hearing. 


One should not sit with the ear ex- 


posed to a draft. If the position can't be 
changed, the ear should be covered. It 
is not dsvigerons, as many people sup- 
pose, to get water in the ear while bath- 
ing. A bath that invigorates the entire 
body will often strengthen the hearing. 
In case of colds and bronchial troubles 
often tbe enstachian tube, a small pas- 
sage between the throat and middle ear, 
is closed by inflammation, and the per* 
son has difficulty in hearing. Whatever 
vjures the throat will clear the tube. 


Bow to Prepare Curry. 


The simplest way to prepare a meat 


curry is as follows: Free a piece of cold 
meat from fat, bone and skin and out U 
into piecea Pat in a frying pan 8 ta- 
blespooDfuls of butter and 1 of chopped 
onion. Let these oook together for five 
minutes and stir frequently. Add 2 ta- 
blespoons of Sour and a full teaspoon of 
curry powder. Stir a minute. Gradual- 
ly add a pint of cold stock or cold wa- 
tor. Boil two minutes, stirring con- 
stantly. Add a half teaspoon of salt and 
boil for tbrco minutes. Strain this sanca 
over the cold meat and oook for five 
minutes. Serve with boiled rioa 


Bow to Keep Milk knd Batter. 


Dip the bands in fresh water and 


manipulate tbe butter so as to squeeze 
out all tbe remains of buttermilk; then 
pack it tightly into an earthen ware ves- 
sel tbat will bold it, either in large 01 
small quantities, A cup will do, or a 
pudding baain, according to require- 
ments, only tbe butter must be so well 
pressed down that no space be allowed 
for any air to penetrate. Invert this ves- 
sel in n soup plate or shallow dish and 
fill tbe latter with fresb water.. Stand 
it in a cellar or cool larder, change thq 
water every day, and tbe butter will

A NEW FORGERY, 


Interesting Methods of a, French ESK 


Forser. 


A curious account is given by a Paris 


correspondent of the disco ry of an 
egg forger, whose false productions are 
purchased for scientific collections and 
by amateurs. The man was very clever. 
A visitor saw him make a penguin egg 
that could not be distinguished from 
the real one that served him for a model. 
He made the shell of plaster'of paris, 
burned and glazed. The egg was in- 
tended for a man who furnished eggs 
fora foreign scientific collection. These 
imitations are not difficult, for among 
the real eggs of most species there are 
so many varieties that even the most 
practiced expert could not distinguish 
all of them. 


The eggs of the common flycatcher 


are very cheap. By chemical treatment 
they acquire a bluish green shining col- 
or and are then sold at a very high 
price as the eggs of the silktaiL From 
common duck eggs are fabricated the 
eggs of a falcon, for which 40 or 60 
francs are paid. The duck eggs, for this 
purpose, are given a silver green color. 
Pigeon and wood pigeon eggs are also 
transformed into rarer products of mid- 
dling sized birds. JiTightingales' eggs 
are difficult to procure, and are there- 
fore very dear. They are imitated by 
coloring larks'eggs brown. The egg for- 
ger was for a long time an assistant in 
a natural history museum in the prov- 
inces.—London News.

THE "DELIGHTFUL POISON." 


Peculiar Manner In Which Wlnemaklng 


In Persia Originated. 


"In the Kingdom of the Sliah," by Dr. 


Treacber Oolhns, the author tells of the 
origin of winemakiug in Persia. It was 
during the reign of King Jamsheed that 
the vineyards of <Shiraz, as today, were 
noted for the superlative quality of the 
grapes they produced on account of the 
variations of temperature—the intense 
•jold of winter and extreme heat of sum- 
mer—to which they were subjected. 
King Jamsheed was exceedingly fond 
of Shiraz grapes, and in order to enjoy 
them throughout the year conceived the 
idea of preserving them in a jar. Fer- 
mentation, of comae, took place, and 
when the jar was opened and found to 
contain a quantity of acid liquid it was 
looked upon as poison by the king. He 
placed it in bottles 'and labeled it as 
such. On a certain occasion one of his 
female favorites, who was sorely afflict- 
ed with a nervous headache, discovered 
the bottles marked "poison" and swal- 
lowed the contents of one in the hope of 
putting an end to her life. 
The effect, 


however, was to throw her into a deep 
sleep, from which she awoke much be- 
freshed. The tesult was aa delightful 
that she frequently repeated the dose un- 
til all the supposed poison was con- 
sumed. 


The king, who missed the bottles, 


caused inquiry to be made, and the se- 
cret of their disappearance was revealed. 
This led te the manufacture of a wine 
from Shiraz grapesswbich to this day is 
known as Zeher-e-Khoosh. or "the de- 
lightful poison." The laws of the Koran 
against the use of spirituous liquors are 
generally very rigidly observed, particu- 
larly among the poorer classes. Dr. Col- 
lins says that he never saw an intoxicat- 
ed Mohammedan, even among the cha- 
vadars, men who do the most laborious 
work. Unlike their western prototypes, 
who canuot-exist without beer or spirits, 
they refresh themselves only with a suck 
at a bubble bubble pipe or a cup of very 
strong, sweet, hot tea in either the 
sweltering heat of summer or the in- 
tense cold of winter. Tippling in Persia 
is confined exclusively to the richei 
classes and indulged in only in the se- 
clusion of the anderan. The Persians 
make two sorts of wine, a red and a 
white. The latter contains an excess of 
alcohol and is in greater favor with 
those who indulge in secret drinking. 
Arrack, a crude, fiery spirit, is likewise 
distilled. It is probable that when 
Persia has railroads and the vineyards 
of Sbiraz become accessible, the superior 
quality of the grapes for winemaking 
will attract the attention of western 
manufacturers.

The business of all organizers, 
no matter for. what purpose the or- 
ganization is designed, Is to associatp 
as many Interests tending in one di- 
rection as it Is possible to get together. 
That Is just what the ball management 
does. It is forced to recognize a love 
for pleasure, a love for beauty .of set- 
ting and a love for the many things 
that go to make up the successful con- 
cert and ball. Recognizing these means 
the drawing of support, and the benev- 
olent inclined should be very much 
pleased that there is in the manage- 
ment a breadth of mind that does not 
overlook these important factors. The | 
thing to do now is to be as liberal j 
minded as the occasion demands. The 
hospital ball is above all other things 
an event in aid of the hospital. The 
hospital needs what aid it may render 
and no one who can afford the price of 
a ticket should neglect to buy one.

Why the Entire 


Was Gathered lu. 


Commmiuioiur Gray Is Shown to Hivt Been 


•n Anli-Expaniionlit, 


Washington, Jan. Sl.—The correspond- 


ence on file at the state department 


• bearing on the peace treaty was sent 
1 to the senate yesterday. 
It Includes 


most of the letters and cablegrams from 
the commissioners to the president, and 
from the president to the commissioner* 
in the way of Instructions in return. 


The documents are numerous, as there 


were telegrams, letters and reports for 
almost every day the commissioners 
were in Paris. One of the first cable- 
grams from the president instructed 
them to demand the cession of Luzon 
Island only of the Philippines, and told 
them that full sovereignty should come 
with it. The reading of'the correspon- 
dence received the closest attention from 
senator*. • 


In submitting the papers the president 


sent a brief message saying that he 
transmitted them In accordance with the 
resolution. The reading consumed the 
entire executive session, lasting from 2 
to 5:30, except a few minutes «u the close. 
Much of the matter covered the same 
ground as that already published, but it 
was presented In the form in which the 
proceedings were outlined from day to 
day in the cable correspondence be- 
tween Secretary Hay, as the president's 
representative on the one? hand, and 
Commissioner Day, as the representa- 
tive of the American commissioners on 
the other. . 


The principal interest among the sena- 


tors attached to the president's instruc- 
tions to insist upon the cession of tha 
island of Luzon, and after that the de- 
cision to take the entire group of isl- 
ands. This latter development appeared 
from the correspondence to be a growth 
and the suggestion was made by the 
commissioners to the president as the 
result of occurrences at 'Paris after the 
arrival there of the commissioners. In 
his dispatch concerning Luzon he said 
there was but one alternative. The 
United States must either take the Isl- 
and and assume sovereignty or return 
it to Spain, and of the two courses he 
preferred the former. 


Spain was from the first unwilling to 


cede any of the Philippines, and she 
made especial objection to letting go of 
Luzon alone. The commisisoners; with 
the exception of Senator Gray, urged 
that to take Luzon and leave the other 
ielands of file archipelago in the hands 
of Spaniards would be to invite Innumer- 
able complications" with other nations, 
and especially with Europe, and with 
Spa.in. Much stress was laid upon the 
probability of future trouble with Spain. 
With Luzon under American-adminis- 
tration there wouW soon be such a vast 
improvement, they wrote, that the other 
ielandens would soon -grow' more and 
more rebellious, and with Spain's op- 
pressive methods of government we 
would soon again find that we had an- 
other Cuba at another door. Further- 
more there would be constant filibuster- 
ing and we should find ourselves spend- 
ing millions to preserve a state of neu- 
trality'Just as we did in the case of Cuba 
prior to our declaration of war on ac- 
count of that island; General Merritt's 
testimony on thie point was: cited and 
was made the reason for much' of the 
argument in favor of taking the entire 
group. 


The president does not appear to have 


at any time given explicit instructions to 
consummate the bargain by. taking all 
the Philippines, but rather, after hear- 
ing a full explanation, to have left the , 
matter to the discretion o_f the commls- i 
slonens. 


The entire controversy waa over the 


Philippines arid of assuming responsi- 
bility for payment of the Spanish bonds, 
for which the 
Cufcan ^revenues "were 


pledged- The Spaniard* from the first 
insisted upon an indemnity for the 
Philippines, and the correspondence 
shows that after, the proposition to pay 
$20,000,000 waa madp'.tne negotiations 
proceeded much more smoothly and were 
soon brought to a cloise'. " 


The American .commissioners appear 
to have been of one mind as to the wis- 
dom of taking over all. the Philippines 
with the exception of Senator Gray, who, 
notwithstanding: he signed the treaty, 
held out to the last against the policy of 
acquiring these Islands. In '•he notable 
dispatch he pleaded zealously against 
the policy as unpatriotic, un-American 
and Inconsistent with propriety and good 
statesmanship.

It has recently been stated that the 


public employment bureaus of Germany 
tnd situations for the unemployed at 
the rate of 13.000 per month. Wo are 
not told, as we suonld be, what relation 
that bears to the number cf monthly ap- 
plications, nor the time elapsed between 
the average application and tho day 
when the applicant finds employment 
But then governments are not apt to 
give us any more information than they 
jpn help when not flattering. Incom- 
plete as it is, the information shows 
that, like most modern nations, Ger- 
many is being undermined by the gan- 
grene of the unemployed. There is DO 
doubt that the government bureaus in 
question are only found in the few prin- 
cipal cities, and the whole nation is sat- 
urated with the unemployed when the 
largo cities suffer from that evil, such 
cities being just the places where the 
wealthy people are fonnd in plenty, and 
where labor is most needed in those very 
lines for which most men are adapted 
when having no capital of their own 
nor taste for agricultural pursuits. 


It is difficult to conceive of a more 


fatal evil than that of a constant army 
of men looking for employment, often 
displacing each other when employ- 
ment is found, with jobs far from per- 
manent when taken hold of and hard to 
obtain again when lost. And not even 
the dreadful militarism of European 
nations does anything more to some- 
what diminish the army of those who 
look for an occupation, while militarism 
itself intensifies other social evils. 


Suppose, now, that the government 


bureaus we have mentioned are wise 
under the miserable industrial condi- 
tions we develop in all nations. Why 
should government bo forced into any 
such business? Ara the labor employers 
BO helpless that they cannot find em- 
ployees when wanted, and are tbe latter 
BO infantlike that they cannot find em- 
ployers ia need of workers? Don't yon 
see the ludiorcnsnoss of the situation: 
Just as well have the whole programme 
of onr socialistic friends if government 
has to help the employers and employ- 
ees to be accommodated with each other, 
and tbe writer has long been convinced 
tbat the programme in question', more or 
less complete, is our next step in what 
we call evolution and irrespective of its 
results as a finality. 


What seems to be as certain and in- 


evitable as any axiom in mathematics 
is that onr present industrial system :* 
being rapidly destroyed by its own ex- 
cesses and crimes. It is all a question 
of what shall take its placa The very 
ensemble of onr dreadful complexities, 
with their chaotic depths, points out to- 
ward} two opposite roads or diametrical- 
ly distinct processes with the probabili- 
ty of identical results if conducced by 
men of good will. Does tbat look para- 
doxical? It does not need to be. We 
often come across that in natural phe- 
nomena. We can ruin our digestive or- 
gans by systematically overloading them 
or underfeeding them. We can become 
subject to headaches, dyspeptic attacks, 
etc., by the use of food too rich or too 
poor, by too much physical labor or too 
little, by too many responsibilities or 
too few.

When the Puritans first landed in 


Massachusetts, they declared, "The 
colony shall be governed by the laws of 
God until we have time to make' bet- 
ter." There yon have it. Not even 
wheii we assume that men were men of 
faith, not even then men knew what 
was the meaning of God's laws applica- 
ble to tbe social organization. Tt^ fact 
is that through the whole course of his- 
tory government, or the social compact, 
has been but a mass of absurdities and 
*ontradictions with abysmal depths of 
fo*l7 and crime and one solitary ulti- 
matum—viz, to'concentrate the wealth 
of nations in tn» hands of a small mi- 
nority. The clinmx of that superb "oily 
and wretched crime seems to have been 
reached toward the end of our glorious 
(?) nineteenth centnry. 


Face to face with that fact we have 


two philosophies of government. One of 
them virtually says: "Tbe only natural 
function of government is to see that 
legislation does not legalize any process i 
of robbery. Tbat is, human government 
must either legislate God's laws out of 
existence, and so God himself, as civi- 
lization has always done,-with greater 
or less emphasis, or else it must accept 
God as an actual fact in the universe'4 
and his laws as elements indispensable 
to all healthy human growth." This 
philosophy.implies the utmost govern- 
mental simplification. It means tbat 
government should simply do that which 
is absolutely needed to preserve the 
equal rights of all, that which shall 
prevent everybody from getting on top 
of anybody else or placing anybody un- 
der tribute. 


The other government 
philosophy 


really says that simplification will never 
do. "Government muoi, assume the all 
important business of wealth production 
and distribution." 


There we have tbe two horns of the 


social dilemma. It is for tbe people to , 
decide which one of tbe two we shall 
first try. It is almost; immaterial abont 
our choice, provided we are bound to 
drop our first experiment if it fails us 
in order to take tbe other of the two 
just mentioned. What is vital, essential 
and supreme is not to linger any longer 
in tbe bosom ol' industrial anarchy, 
boundless m its criminal developments. 
At tbe worst neither of tho two philos- 
ophies above outlined can behalf as bad 
or degrading as the present industrial— 
shall we call it ord«? Of course not 
No social experiment can be worse than 
cur past aud present industrial disorder. 
Please don't forget tbat

MILLIONvS OF BUTTONS. 


A Man of Figures MaVe» Some Calcula- 


tions on the Sntyect. 


We live in an ago of buttons. The 


people of the British isles unbutton 
400,000,000 buttons every night when 
they prepare for bed, and next morning 
rebutton the same number, unless a few 
millions have been lost in the strug- 
gle, says an English writer. 


The world has become so accustomed 


to buttons that it has forgotten that 
there was eve? a time when buttons 
were unknown. It is safe to say that 99 
out of 100, if asked to name the date of 
the first button, would anticipate the 
actual date by several centuries. In the 
fomteeuth century there were buttons, 
but no buttonholes. They were purely 
ornamental, lacking buttonholes, and 
the question voluntarily arises how our 
ancestors managed to keep respectably 
covered. 


Two hundred years ago there were 


not as many buttons in the world as 
could be found in a small old clothes 
shop today, and even those were made 
by hund. It was not until 1745 that 
any considerable manufactory was es- 
tablished. In that year the famous Soho 
works were opened at Birmingham, 
where steel buttons were made of such 
beauty and finish as to command a price 
of £140 a gross, or £1 apiece. 


In these modern days we are apt to 


boast that this is an age of paper, point- 
ing at the same time to paper wlfeels, 
paper boots, paper carpets and the 
thousand and one novel uses made of 
this material as proof of onr assertion. 
It is a curious fact that as far back as 
1784 we find mention of paper buttons. 


Flowers Made of Bread. 


One of the latest, ami certainly most 


effective, methods of making artificial 
flowers is the use of fresb bread. 


All that is required is a loaf of fresh 


bread, some wire and a little coloring 
matter. According to a vtpl known 
maker of artificial flowers in the west 
end of London, this novel method is 
likely to supersede all others. Not only 
do these bread flowers look exactly like 
the real article when freshly made, but 
as the bread grows stale the flowers as- 
sume a slightly withered appearance, 
which is almost identical with that of a 
flower beginning to fade. 


As a rule, ordinary artificial flowers 


can at once be detected by the unnatu- 
rally bright and fresh appearance they 
present after being in the heated atmos- 
phere of a ballroom or elsewhere for 
several hours, but the fading power of 
bread flowers practically insures them 
against detection, even from the eyes of 
an expert,—London Answers.

The farmers of the country have been 


tha largest beneficiaries of the marvel- 
ous export trade of the year just ended. 
More than $850,000,000 worth of the 
year's exports were the products of the 
farm. Breadstuffs, cotton, provisions, 
live animals, tobacco and fruits supplied 
tha great bulk of the $850,000,000 
worth of theft- products which went 
abroad during the year, breadstnffs be- 
ing the largeat in value, cotton second, 
provisions third, animals fourth and 
tobacco fifth. Jp no earlier year in our 
history has the exportation of products 
of agriculture been as large, the total 
for tbe year surpassing by more than 
§100,000,000 that of tho great export 
years 1891 and 1893. Both in quanti- 
ties and prices received the exportations 
of i'urm productions hava been unusual- 
ly large, and this relates to nearly every 
class of articles exported. Of breadstnffs 
alone the exports of the year were §65, - 
000,000 greater than those of 1807, and 
were more than double in value those of 
1895. 
Of provisions the year's exports 


were nearly $35,000,000 in excess of 
those of last year, while cotton export ^ 
were considerably in excess of those o.' 
1897 and 18&5, but.slightly below those 
of 1896. 


Besides these great classes, the smaller 


items of fruits and nuts, hay, hops, 
seeds, vegetables, oilcake and vegetable 
oils, eggs, feathers and many other ar-' 
tides of this class added to tho receipts 
for agricultural articles exported, bring- 
ing the grand total up to more than 
1850,000,000 against $730,000,000 in 
1897, 
§665,000,000' in 1806 and $546,- 


000,000 in 1895. 
' " 


All the articles of great agricultural 


exportation show a marked increase for 
the year compared with preceding 
years. Corn for the first time passes the 
800,000,000 bushel line in the calendar 
year's exportations. Oatmeal, in which 
the growth of our exportations has rap- 
idly increased during the past few 
years, shows a total of 85,000,000 
pounds, an increase of more than 25 
per cent over last year. Wheat shows a 
round total of 150,000,000 bushels 
against 110,000,000 bushels last year 
and 85,000,000 bushels in the preceding 
year, while the value exported in 1898 
exceeds $130,000,000 against less than 
$100,000,000 in 1897 and less than $60,- 
000,000 in 1896, thus more than double 
those of 1896. 


Great Britain is the farmer's largest 


foreign customer, despite the fact that 
our purchases from her in the past year 
have greatly decrease* "Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that we have reduced our 
purchases from the United Kingdom 
nearly one-third during 1898 as com- 
pared with 1897, our sales to tbat coun- 
try have increased more than $50,000,- 
000 and for the full year will exceed 
$500,000,000. Of the more than 200,- 
000,000 bushels of corn which the farm- 
ers have sent abroad during the year 
over 75,000,000 bushels have gone to 
the United Kingdom. Wheat exports 
to the United Kingdom increased near- 
ly 20 per cent and formed 50 per cent 
of the total exports of wheat, while 
flour exports to She United Kingdom 
increased in a lite proportion and j 
formed more than 50 per cent of the to- 
tal exports of that article. Cotton ex- 
ports to the United Kingdom have in- 
creased over 40 per cent, and those of 
provisions and other farm products like- 
wise show a marked increase. 


Germany has also increased her pur- 


chases from the United States despite 
the frequently expressed belief of the 
existence of adverse desires and regula- 
tions in that country. Her purchases of 
corn from us in 1898 increased 20 per 
cent, and her purchases of' wheat and 
flour fiom us have more than doubled 
as compared with 1897. Of cotton our 
sales to Germany increased nearly 35 
per cent. Oilcake and meal increased 
5t) per cent, while even in provisions 
there was also a marked increase, tbe 
sales of bacon increasing more than 38 
per cent and those of hams more than 
100 per cent. Lard exports td Germany 
increased more than 30,000,000 pounds, 
while exports of fresh pork to Germany 
in 1898 are more than five times those 
of 1897 or 1890.

After tbe "ribbons" or strips 
of bark have been freed from dirt they 
are placed in weak acid baths for a 
night. Next morning they are passed 
through a mild alkaline bath and then 
boiled in weak solutions of caustic so- 
da to which zino has been added. When 
washed and dried by the nsnal me- 
chanical means, the fibers emerge as a 
iyisr silky floss, entirely free from the 
cuL\'a and resinous gums in which 
they Vere imbedded, being also clean, 
white and ready for the comb of the 
spinner. They likewise take the most 
attractive dyes and can be worked into 
every variety of fabric, from the finest 
quality of velvets to cheap drills aud 
delicate laces. The combined lightness 
and toughness of the fiber render it pe- 
culiarly suitable for tents and ship can- 
vas, and three-fifths more cloth of equal 
strength can be produced from rhea 
than from tbo same weight of linen— 
that is, 1,000 yards of rhea canvas 
weighs only as much as 600 yards of 
linen, its durability and resisting power 
to strain being also much greater.

Walsh, who livfs 
on the state road, Is trying it on a small 
scale. When this was nrst mentioned 
his hearers thought the speaker was 
joking, but they soon discovered that 
he was in earnest, and theoretically, at 
least, the idea was all right The pre- 
vious lecturer in the course had ad- 
vised raising apples, but as this would 
require a wait of some dozen or more 
years it did not appeal to the old farm- 
ers and the younger ones were getting 
ready to leave the occupation as soon 
as possible; but raising chestnuts is 
another story. 


Ordinary forest trees of different 


varieties are selected and in the spring 
are grafted; in two years the young 
sprouts will bear and continue to in- 
crease year by year. Trees can be as 
near as 15 or 20 feet, and the expense 
of trying the scheme is at least very 
small. Quite a number of farmers have 
expressed a determination to try a 
hundred or more trees and are ar- 
ranging to get the grafts. It is expect- 
ed the Japanese variety will be used, 
as these mature early. 


What will be done with the crop is 


not yet considered, but if there is an 
overabundance it is suggested that 
our farmers can add turkey raising to 
their business and perhaps in time 
the Berkshire bird will rival the Rhode 
Island or Vermont product 


CON6REOATIONAI CLUB. 


Prof. Giddingi Speaks on Duties of 


American People. 


The 23rd meeting of the Berkshire 


Congregational club, which was held 
at the Wendell hotel in Pittofield ye» 
terday afternoon and evening, was the 
largest and most successful that the 
club has ever held. The club members 
and their friends began to arrive from 
all parts of the county early in. the 
forenoon, and by 4 o'clock, the time 
set for the informal reception, the par- 
lors were well filled with both men and 
women, most of them members of the 
club, there being orer 150 In all present 
Southern Berkshire was much better 
represented than the northern section, 
very few gioing from here aa was ex- 
pected.

For the last few weeks the idea of a 


protectorate has gained in popularity, 
but there is serious objection to a pro- 
tectorate. It has a variety of mean- 
ings, but in substance permits the 
people to do about as they please, but 
protects them from other governments. 
If any other nation tries to step in, 
we are obliged to protect these people, 
and if they commit any 
'offense 


against any other nation, we shall be 
obliged to punish them, and this is 
very unsatisfactory. 


Profebsor Giddmgs then went on to 


explain how the Indians of this coun- 
try had never been considered citizens 
of the United States, and he said that 
nearly all the people of the Philippine 


tribal relations, and
